WASHINGTON — A bitterly divided Supreme Court ruled Mot^y 
that the U.S. Constitutum does not protect private homosexual relations 
between consenting adults. 

The court upheld by 5-4, as applied to homosexual conduct, a Georgia 
law that malceg it a crime for anyone to engara in oral or anal sex. 

The majori^ said “we express no opinion*^ on whether the Constitu- 
tion would protect married couples aiw other heterosexuals from prose- 
cution under the same law. Justice John Paul Stevens said such laws are 
“concededly unconstitutional vritii respect to beierosexuals** under previ- 
ous Supreme Court nilings.

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Aid Needs Some Help 


Disappointing statistics can often be 
explain^ away by statisticians to save 
the faces th^ governments. It is hard 
to do this about latest estimates of the 

Rnflnw>i support flowing to developing 
countries. In four years it has fallen 40 
percent in real terms, after allowing for 
inflation. Since tod^s poor countries, 
like the United States and mai^ others in 
the past, depend on money from abroad 
to l^ven their own devdopment efforts, 
and since development has to take place 
quicker today than in the 19th century if 
socid and political pressures are to be 
en n tanied, it is uot Surprising that the 
Third Wodd is disgruntled. 

Private capital flows from rich to poor 
have faSen drasticaBy, whether one looks 
at direct investment by companies to 
build factories or at lending by banks. 

This is hardy surprising, pven the lower 
prospects for profits and the heightened 
lend^ risks. But what is disappointiiig is 
the record for official development aid — 
funds provided 1^ governments to the 
least developed countries, usually on con- 
cessional terms that the maricet could not 
offer. OfGdal aid has stagnated at the 
decidedly ungenerous level of about one- 
third of 1 percent of the aimual income of 
the rich. Most of it comes firom OECD 
countries. TIiq' may flatter themselves 
that thar aid has not fallen pred|»tously 
like that of the OPEC (d p^ucers, and 
is less derisory than that of the Soviet 
bloc, but their record is feeble. 

Their attitudes are contradictory and 
must baffle the recipients. Washington, 
supported by other ridi governments, 
calls for higher loans by the World Bank 
and dmilar institotioos, and fof renewed 
landing hy tfac Commercial banks. But the 


World Bank has neariy stopped supply- 
ing funds on a net ba^ and America is 
highly reluctant to ejqtand the banl^s 
crq)ital base. InqxHiant loan initiatives by 
the Would Bank have been delayed — 
particularly for Brazil, a nugor debtor 
with politi^ problems — by U.S. otg'ec- 
dons wliich are at best only half jusdfled 
and, to the Braalian, can only smeQ of 
politics. Nor are the private Western 
banks rushing in: You can call a banker 
to meetings, but you can’t make him lend. 

Official aid ^orts are fat better in 
gmall rich countries ^han in the bigger 
ones. In pnq}ortioa to tbeir GNP, the 
Scandinavians and the Outdi pve three 
times as much as Britain, Japan or the 
United States and about twice as much as 
West Germany. Are the big ooimcries 
suffering from a conpassion fatigue that 
does not infect tiieir smaller coQe^ues? 
The adiievemmits of Bob Gcldof hardly 
suggest this. But ^ limitad ^ze of volon- 
taiy efforts ^private aid. aldioi^ grow- 
ing fast, is only 5 paceut of total resource 
flows to the poor countries) must be 
borne in mind. So must the fact that it is 
more fun to nm in a qxmsored marathon 
than to pay taxes to finance offi^ aid 

Understffldably. bat not creditably, 
the rich don’t want to ^ve more away 
when they fed tenporarily poorer. But in 
what sense does aid ^ve any thing away? 
Most of dte money comes strai^t bai^ 
because the devdoping world spends it 
on inports. Maybe the big govemments 
are not selling aid ri ^« ia economic 
teons. We suspect that they are not sdl- 
ing it ri^t in moral terms, dtfaer. Wth 
more imaginarimi, goverunents would 
not ^ve to leave it ^ to Saint Bob.

Private Arms Control? 


In the search to control nuclear arms, 
administiations snoe President Eiseobow- 
et's have been frustrated fay Soviet secrecy 
and the Kremlin’s refusal to permit inpee- 
dons on Soviet territoiy. Suddenly, one of 
the keys so zealoosly denied to American 
govemments has been dropped into du lap 
^ a private American group, the Natural 
Resources Defense CoundL 

A council dd^arion is off to Moscow 
this week with the promise that it can install 
seismometers in the Kazakhstan desert near 
Semipalatinsk, where the Soviet Union per- 
fonns most of hs ondeigroaad tests. Onim it 
has gathered seismic data about the region's 
geology and shown how to rectxd nuclear 
explosions, ite council wiD be able to Rh 
infoice Its aigumoits for a comprehensive 
ban on nuclear tests. That is jusi the pres- 
sure that Moscow wants to promote MPe- 
hail Gorbachev’s campdgn for a test ban, 
which the Reagan adxnimniaiiaa resists. 

The coundl, a respected environmental 
organizaritxi, proposed the mission to the 
Soriet Acadeoiy d Sdences and is uriog the 
Soviet Union just as much as it is bong 
used. Its effort is neither ndve nor improvi- 
dent and has in fact obtained some quiet 
cooperadoo from die Reagan administin- 
don. But that is a most peculiar stance for a 
government of the Umted States. 

Should not govemmeat deplore the con- 
duct of arms control nidations through a 
private group and take command of the 


effort? Or is this yet another “privadzadon” 
of govemmeat funetions? Do^'t Mr.

ECUs for Appalachia 


Wen, they did it As a great Irishman said 
on another occasion, “You have di^raced 
yourselves again.” Congress has voted $50 
mOlion in aid to the northwestern comer <tf 
the European Community, an assodadon 
of sdoe ^ the world's richest countries. 

The esq)lanation is, of course, that the 
comer is Ireland. The money is to be sprin- 
kled along both ades <tf the border between 
NoitbOT lidand and the Rqiublic; to sug- 
gest American support for the cause ^ 
peace between Protestants and Catholics. 
This hfflff fifteneg nrigtiiAted in the promises 
of various eminent Americans, induding 
President Reagan, that the United States 
irould hdp the process reconciliation. 

If S50 million could make much differ- 
ence among the entraidied ethnic eonddes 
of Northern Ireland, it would be monqr 
wdl spent But ubether it ou^t to oMne 
from America is another question. Most of 
Western Europe is DOW neariy as wealthy as 
the United Sutes, and the Community has 
its own substan^ funds for this Idiid of 
regional devdopment When the SSO mil- 
lion arrives in Irdand, perhaps the Commur 
nity mi ght reciprocate with SO million ecus 
for gnmiM ’ good works in Appalachia. 


Irdand on both ades of the border is 
its advocates say. Coiaiiily it is ida- 
tivdy poor in con y artson with somheast- 
em Fnglflnd or nonhem Italy, not to meo- 
tion France or West Germany. Irish GNP 
per person is about $6,000 a year, haidbr 
more than a third die U.S. kvd. Americans 
can afford the $S0 rmOion. But, as the 
American fmdgn aid budget now opmtes, 
aid for any country competes with tud for 
all other countries that die Urnted 
States h^a, or oo^t to hd^. And while the 
Iririi are poor by Enropeau standards, they 
\o6k very ^ indeed vdien contrasted with 
most <tf the wodd’s people. 

The Reagan admimriradoa is trying to 
find more mooey ro aid the new deniocratic 
govemmeat in the PhtUppines. GNP per 
person there is about tP50 a year, one- 
eighth the Ixirii figure. The Uirited States 
needs urgeody to do mme in Haiti, where 
GNP runs about $300. Most of sub-Saha- 
ran Africa is even poorer. The Irish, both 
Nonhem and R^nblican, stand very 
in America's affections. But to give them a 
share <tf the pamfnlly small flow of Ameri- 
can foreign aid is ludicrous.

way he dealt with the upheaval of 
the Sdtdaxity period.

cognizable roots in the lan guage or 
itfM gn oi the Constitution,” Justice 
White said in mqilamiiig udiy it 
should not create a right to homo- 
sexual sodon^. 

Justice Bladauup said “tiie right 
of an indmdual to conduct inti- 
mate idalionriiips in the mtimacy 
of his or her own home seems to me 
to be the heart of the Constitu tion's 
protect of jprivacy.” 

Justice Stevens said the court’s 
rationale, hire the Georgia statute 
and the En^ish common law frmn 
which it was derived, “ai^lies 
equally to the prohibited conduct 
reganfless of whether the parties 
who CDjgage in it are married or 
unmarried, or of the same or differ- 


ent sexes.” He dted Blackstone’s 
Commentaries, which described 
sodomy as “the infamous crime 
against nature, committed either 
with man Or beasL” 

Others joining the nuy ori^ 
ion were Chief Jnstice Warren E 
Burger and Justices 1^fiIIiam R 
Rehnquist, Leu^ F. Powell Jr. and 
Sandra Day O’Ce^or. 

Justices WnUam J, Brennan Jr„ 
Thurgood Marshall and Stevens 
joined Justice Bladanun's dissent 
The first two also joined Justice 
Stevens's dissent 

Twen^-dx states have decrimi- 
naifawt sodon^, and 5 of the 24 
ihflt $t01 make bomosenial sodomy 
a crime have decriminalized hetero- 


sexual sodon^, at least in some 
contexts. 

Justice White stressed that “this 
case does not reqiure a judgment 
on whether laws against si^omy 
between consenting adults in gen- 
eraL or between homosexuals in 
particular, are wise or desirable.”

• Opened the way to legal at- 
tacks on the practice of gerryman- 
dering, dramng votmg-disu^ to 
favor one political party over the 
other.

tablished mailcetmg channeU.” 

The report by the department’s 
Economic Research S^ce fol- 
lowed dtmiflic that President Ron- 
ald Reagan would meet soon with

Mexico on that country's foreign 
debt crisis.

House spokesman, said Thursday

Mexico has been among the top 
thm or four foreign markets for 
U.S. agri^tural products during 
the 1980s, tuying an average of $2 
bmim a year. Base comiriodifies 
such as com. dry beans, sorghum, 
wheat, soybeans, sunflower seed 
and non-fat dry mfnr make up the 
bulk of the ordm 

“Because of Mexico's continued 
i^id population growth, its high 
propcniion of unproductive land, 
its rigjd land tenure system, and its 


highly variable weather, Medcan 
inq)orts of basic commodities vdll 
continue to grow through the mid- 
'90s,“ the report said. 

“Mexico is attempting to diversi- 
fy its farrign sui^diets," it contin- 
ue “but in its present fi"gnwai 
difliculties, U.S. products are at- 
tractive bmuse ot the generous 
credit anangements extend^ to 
Mexico.” 

The rqwrt noted that Mexico’s 
population had grown an average 
of 3 peiGoit per year in the past 
three decades. By 1980, the pofwa- 
tion had grown to an estimaKri 68 
million, and by die turn of the 
century could readi 100 miiiinn. 

“Mexico’s fanneis will probably 
be onable tt> mea the growth in 
demand for food resulting ftom 
population' increases and rural-ur^ 
ban migration." the iqiort said. 
“Modco's land-inhabitant ratio is 
68 acres (about 28 hectares) com- 


with 106 for the United 
States. Mwe important, however, 
is that the United States has 21 
acres of arable land per posoo 
while Mexico has only 7.” 

But the report said that U.S. ex- 
porters would have to hone their 
arat^es to gain a larger share of 
the Mexican maiket And U.5. 
trade ptriides may have to be re- 
worked. 

“Wlule the de la Madrid admin- 
istration msy be idativdy more 
favordde to trade liberalbadmi, 
the United States most realize that 
any gains in the Mexican 
market will any associated costs,” 
the FqKxt said. 

“Mexico coatinues to olgect to 
restrictions on its agriodtuial ex-

QAQQARA, ^ypt — 
k3 feet below the ground, in ii» 
dark depths of andent tombs, a 
39-year-old French archaeolo^ 
is searching for information 
about the prime mioister of one 
of the grat pharaohs. But in- 
stead, six years after be began his 
dig in the shadow of the oldest 
pyramid, Alain 21vie is still com- 
ing across hundreds of cat mum- 
mies, a discovery that is now be- 
ginning to bug him 

“Fm inYd*^ m a fortuitous 
encounter of things that have 
nothing to do with each other,” 
said Zivie, a Parisian who has 
q>eat the last few years dig^ng at 
Saqqara and plau to spend the 
corning years that way toa He 
was talking about fhe strange co- 
existence oi the burial chamben 
of Apd-'El thought to be the 
prime miiuster of the Pharaoh 
Akfaenaten, and a huge neert^M- 
lis of cus, all wrapped to gauze. 

“Pe^le say cats, cats, cats," 
said Zhne, referring to the conent 
ptmolati^ of the feLme and the 
lau of interest in Akhenmen’s 
vizier. *Tve become rkomme des 
duos.'" 

Zrrie’s dig, financed by the 
French foreign ministry and 
France^s waH/wiai research center, 
the CNRS, illastrates the pitfalls 
involved in «ti g giw g for ancient 
artifacts in Egypt Many combs 
were pilfered in antiquity and lat- 
er re-used. The tomb of Aper-B 
was buflt during the 18th dynasty 
dnring die pivotal reign of Akfae- 
naten, who installed a kind of 
monotheism 3,500 ytaxs ago. 

Aper-B is intriguing b^use 
of his unosual f*am^ which indi- 
cates that he might have oome 
from an area northeast of Egypt, 
lilfX the Hebrew Joseph, rriio be- 
came a royal adviser. 

^ler-B’s tomb, robbed in an- 
tiquity, was used m the Greek 
pCTiod (330 to 30 B. C] as a buri- 
al grot^ for cats because of its ' 
proximity to a temple of the cat 
goddess Bastei, wlm was said to 
protect the human hearth. 

Zivie, ejqilaining the rise to 
pre-eminence of g^ in the im- 
nge of aiiitnaU SD^ as cats, cows 
bulls, thm consequent 
of thOSe animalt , 

said: “Things weren't going so 
wdl for Egypt, and the ^ids were 
very distanL Animals the 
inteniiedaries for the gods.”

When 23vie began his dig in 
1980, led by renmants of Ueny 
gly phin* fhat identified as the 
entrance to Aper-B's tomb, be 
came acro» a ]i^e of rubble at the 
entrance, a kmd of archaeological 
potpourri of fragments from 
Aper-B’s qioch and from the 
tnummification of cats 
er. Afterward, excaSi*ating the 
tomb, he discovered a connecting 
group of rooms ennMmmg httn . 
dreds of cat mummies. 

2vie has now descended 60 
feet (18 meters), through dark 
shafts, down rq^ ladders some- 
times lifted by a single bulb, to 
clean out six rooms belonging to 
Aper-B and his fasiQy. The work 
has been painstaking amt slow. 
The tomb, dug out of the lime- 
stone hfil is crumbling. Plies dur- 
ing antiqniw contributed to the 
ruin.
